EVOLUTION OF CATTLE 


The law of the survival of the fittest 
holds good in every kingdom —mineral, 
vegetuble, animal. What wae the fittest 
a few years ayo is unfit now, and in 
sccordunce with this law of shifting 
necessities we find that within ofr mem- 
ory the whole gainut of cattle haa been 
run through {in supplying the larder 
with beef, Shorthorne, Holsteins, and 
the Texas steer have each had their day 
to shine, or rather to tickle palates of 
people and princes, But with the 
change of conditiona regulating profite 
vach of these has passed out in turn, and 
now the stock breeder wi)l have none of 
them. Indeed the Texas steer, by in- 
breeding with successive fashionable 
breeds, is quickly following the tracks 
of the Buffulo to complete extinction, 

Not many years ago the ponderous 
steer bred on tle Western prairies wae 
the beet selling beef animal in the 
world. He waa wanted by exportera, 
by butchers, by cattle connoisseur and 
by gourmands, To be in prime condi- 
tion he muet be four years old aud 
weigh from 1600 to 2000 pounds, Maoy 
fine bunches of such steers have been 
marketed at Chioayo, exhibited ut fat 
stock shows and then eeut across the 
teas to grace the table of my lord, mein 
here and moneleur te dac., But times 
conditions and cattle change, and the 
once highly rated big steer is nu longer 
profituble, 

The demand now is for a younger and 
fatter animal, something through which 
the porcelain teeth of the ave aink with- 
vut effort. To be high prised and nrived 
this young animal should be two years 
uld, or under; should weigh 1000 pounds, 
muet ligve bewn fel fur the market frost 
the day he was culved; dnd should bea 
Polled Aogus or # Hereford (as they 
drees more) to pldase tue buyer, The

more blood he has in him of these new| 


fashionable breeds and the souner after Inte’ arouse: 


birth he is in condition to put on the 
market thé better for tha proftite.of the 
breeder, 

The profits of the breeder on bis 
steer are yreater than on the old style 
four-year-olds, Tne two-year matures 
sooner, sets fat quicker—and the better 
his blood the quicker he fattens—and 
while he weighs about thirty per cent. 
leas than his predecessor, his vost per 
pound ia much less algo. The breeder 
hus the expense of bis feed and care for 
only half the time he had his prede- 
ceasor’a, one item in cost of the raining 
which more then compensates for hin 
leaguer weight. It is the breeders maxim 
that the gnicker an animal can be put 
in condition fur the bloek the greater 
the proportionate profite, Good breed- 
ing, ¢areful feeding aud early maturity 
are very essential to success in cattle 
breading. Lt is well for the breeder to 
reniember that competition is sharper 
and prices luwer, and that economy tn 
thode itenin of greatest coat, food and 
time, should be considered in meeting 
the demande of the murket, A steer 
lean be fed to a weight of 1000 pounds 
cheaper than one can feed to # weight of 
2000 pounds, and while the imme- 
diate profit will come sinaller it will 
come quicker, Ayuin the profit on two 
well-bred two-year-olda is larger than 
on one of the old style four-year- 
olde, 

‘This argument pre-nposea that. the 
breeder hus a good animal to start on, 
Scrubs pay poorly at best, and often do 
not pay at all, tu say nothing of those 
which ure acleur lose, The price of the 
course graing and feed stuffy is low, 
but to feed it to a pour animal {s 
almost like putticg sult in a sieve, 
while to feed it to one of good blood ia 
to use your five talents to make five 
su talents, Besides these considera: 
tlons the farmer will have the additions 
algreat advantaye of » supply of manure 
which will bring very tangible protite in 


increased cropy.— Kx,

The Soil 


For the most part the soil isa Slack, 
wandy, vegetavie would with an under 
stratum of chocolste mould, or eandy 
luam, with a sandy clay subsuil, it ir 
It is rich al- 
tnost beyond belief. Lt is a gently roll- 
ing prairie ready for the plow without 
any delay or expense of grubbing or 
gathering stones, etc. The marvelous 
growth of wild grass (tall bunch grass) 
all over this irrigation belt is indisput- 
able evidence of the fertility of the auil. 
If you cou'd see these prairies you wo tld 
hot for # moment doatt that this suil 
will produce any crop that the climate 
will mature. By irrigation we yet the 
full returns every year frow these fertile 
prainer, and that withont any purcept- 
ible decrenee in the fertility. 

To farmers in the Eustern and Middle 
States the claim that the goil in the 
Weatern World will produce consecutive 
crops of grain without wearing out, iv 
almoat, if nut quite, incredible.

He expluine thin fart by the theory 
fhat these elements are easily euluble 
in water, and euye: “Where the rain- 
tall ie abundant these suluble substances 
ure carried into the country drubiage 
and through the rivers into the ocean, 
Among these are potash, line, magnesia, 
sulphuric, and phosphoric acida, Where, 
on the contrary, the rainfall ia insuf- 
ficieut to carry the soluble compounds | 
of the avil-maea into the country draine 
age, the compounds murt of necewity 
remain abd acoumulate in the oil.”
